once. She said this indicated a total failure and lade of appreciation 
by the intelligence activities. fThis is a gross distortion of a minor 
incident arising out of a erackpoi making allegations to Mrs. Kelly 
about the Agency. Legislative Counsel has a complete record in this 
matter. ) . Therefore, Mrs. Kelly said what she wanted was a joint 
congressional group having responsibility to oversee total intelligence 
activities. Chairman Howard V/. Smith {P. , Va. ) noted that the Armed 
Services Committee is; already supervising intelligence. Mrs. Kelly 
said she had heard they wore doing, something but she did not know what 


Judge Smith, in addition stated that this was a most delicate subject and 
that secrecy was necessary in this particular situation and, therefore, 
ho was raising, the question of whether or not the job is already being 
done.
